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School Board again rates Supt. 


Kudlak as ‘effective’ in his job

At Monday’s regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
met in closed-door session to discuss the 
annual evaluation of School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak and then came back into open 
session to rate him “effective” through 
December 2018. 

This is the second year the board has 
rated him as “effective” instead of the 
“highly effective” top rating given to the 
former School Supt. Michael Van Tassel 
who left the district under pressure in 
February 2016. 

The proposed categories in the evaluation 
procedure were: ineffective, minimally 
effective, effective, or highly effective. 

Van Tassel was hired as superintendent 
in July 2012 and every spring during the 
annual evaluation was labeled “highly 
effective” by the school board. 

The school board had met in several 
closed-door sessions this year as part of 
the evaluation process and wound up the 
process on Monday. The superintendent’s 
evaluation period will be January through 
December of each year. 

In another closed-door session on 
Monday, the board met to discuss an 
attorney’s recommendation and then came 
into regular session to pass the following 
motion. 

“I move the Board approve the agreement 
as presented by legal counsel to resolve a 
special education student dispute known 
as Docket Number 18-021751 and that the 
student who is subject to that dispute be 
permitted to return to school on Jan. 28, 
2019, notwithstanding any prior contrary 
action of this Board.” 

The parents of the special education 
student involved waited outside the closed- 
door session and said they hoped the school 
board would reverse its previous decision 
to remove their son from the district. 
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In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved purchase of 11 acres of the 
back property of St. Anthony Catholic 
Church, adjoining the high school property, 
from Mooney Real Estate Holdings (the 
Archdiocese of Detroit) for $250,000, plus 
the cost of the inspection, survey, and land 
divisions. According to the contract, the 
district will have 90 days to confirm the 
purchase. Supt. Kudlak said the purchase 
discussions have taken place over the last 
six months. When asked what the district 
will do with the property, Supt. Kudlak said 
that has not been determined, but it could 
be for another practice field, parking, or 
a robotic building, among other potential 
uses; 

e Approved holding the 2019 
Organizational Meeting of the school 
board at 7 p.m., Monday, Jan. 14, at the 
Belleville High School Commons. At this 
meeting the board will elect officers and 
set the board meeting dates for the year, 
among other decisions; 

e Approved offering Schools of Choice 
for the second semester of the school year 
for an unlimited number of openings. 
Completed application forms are due by 
Jan. 28; 

e Approved $29,975 worth of student 
desks and chairs for McBride Middle 
School from the Great Lakes Furniture 
Supply Company. A couple of years ago, 
it was decided that each building could 
replace furniture in two classrooms per 
year. This is the same classroom furniture 
purchased when the new high school was 
built and has proven to be very flexible, 
according to McBride Principal John 
Leroy; 

e Held the second reading and approved 
board policy updates as presented at 
the last meeting by Treasurer Susan 
Featheringill. She said also serving on the

VBT Board approves $109,611 
worth of upgrades to board room

After a long discussion at the work/study 
session on Dec. 3 and a brief discussion 
at the regular meeting on Dec. 4, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
approved spending $109,611 to upgrade 
technology in the board room and in the 
cable center down the hall. 

Ally McCracken, director of Government 
Access Cable, said the upgrade to 
professional broadcasting equipment was 
discussed during the township budget talks. 

She said they got bids from three vendors 
and did a cost breakdown of major pieces 


from suppliers to compare costs. 

“TEL System was the only vendor to 
provide complete industry solution,” she 
said, adding, an analysis concluded that the 
township is not overpaying for products 
and services. 

She said the TEL (Thalner Electronic 
Labs) System, which was established in 
1965, has contracts with the University of 
Michigan and has done work for Michigan 
State, Wayne State University, Cobo 
Center, Belleville High School, Michigan 
House and Senate chambers, and the 
cities of Romulus, Monroe, Westland, and

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Keystone Academy board approves policy on finances

At its regular meeting on Dec. 6, 
the Keystone Academy school board 
voted unanimously to approve a fiscal 
management policy that would keep its 
operator, National Heritage Academy, 
from shifting funds of more than 10% from 
the line item to line item in the budget. 

The board’s attorney Candace Sorenson 
was present with a financial analysis for 
2018 that showed the proposed amended 
budget shows $122 average less per pupil 
spent on instruction under the proposed 
amended budget. 

The analysis shows per pupil funding 
of $7,856 in the initial 2018/19 budget, 
up $40 to $7,896 for 780 students in the 
amended budget. 

The percent of revenue from all sources 
spent on instruction was reduced from 
42.5% in the initial 2018/19 budget to 
40.9% in the proposed amended budget. 

In the 2014/15 audit the percent spent on 
instruction was 44.9% and in 2015/16 it 
was 43.6%, down to 41.1% in the 2016/17 
audit. 

Sorenson said the question is why is 
Keystone paying almost double for Central 
Services, Keystone’s share of the 86 NHA 
schools. She said it went from $300,000 to 
$350,000 to $600,000 now. 

She said they can tighten up the policy so 
money can’t be diverted. 

Sorenson said the agreement is that 
if there is a savings, NHA gets it, but 
Keystone wants integrity in its budget, 
“instead of taking it out of the budget for 
instructional services and moving it to 
support services.” 

And, she said, principals didn’t have the 
ability to spend all the money budgeted for 
instruction. 

“There has been a $122 decrease per 
student budgeted for basic instruction,” 
Sorenson said. 

“We made a motion at the end of last 
summer that the budget would not differ 
by 10%,” said Keystone board president 
Vesta Losen, noting the board has been 
concerned about the budget. 

“NHA believes this is not a necessary 
policy,” said Jeff Henders, the NHA 
representative who attends Keystone board 
meetings. “Your budget is always built on 
the needs of the school.” He said Central 
Services pays for technology and marketing 
and training. “We agree they need to be 
less than 10%. We encourage you to reach 
out to Bay Mills (the charter authorizer) or 
to the auditor to see if anything concerns 
them. Are you getting the support you 
need? That’s a great question.” 

Claudia Williamson, who had been the 
interim principal between the resignation

of former principal Keturah Godfrey 
and the newly hired principal Jorvanna 
Drain, was present for her last meeting at 
Keystone. 

“In 12 years with NHA, did I have what I 
needed? Always,” Williamson said. 

“I don’t see anything that would be wrong 
[in the new policy], anything you would 
disagree with,” Losen said to Henders. 

Attorney Sorenson, whose office is in 
Grand Rapids, said Keystone is not the 
only school that at the end of the year saw 
a $100,000 jump in Central Services in the 
last six weeks. She said each school has a 
pro-rated share of Central Services. 

“For you to have a sudden jump ... this is 
for the fidelity of your financial statement,” 
she said. 

Henders said NHA talked to the Treasury 
Department and they said there was no 
problem. 

“Every NHA school got a letter that said 
they had violated the law -- criminal or 
civil -- and this policy is to protect you as 
an entity,” Sorenson said. 

She said she sent this policy, that Keystone 
was about to approve, to NHA five months 
ago and NHA said they “would let me 
know what they think” in January. 

Sorenson said one other charter academy 
tabled the policy and another approved it. 

“It protects you and the academy,” 
Sorenson said. 

“You can accept, reject, or table,” 
said to board members. 

Board treasurer Charlene Derrick made 
the motion to accept the attorney’s advice 
which was seconded by board vice- 
president Darren Hickonbottom and passed 
unanimously by the board. 

“PI let you know what their request 
is and you will make your decision as a 
board,’ Sorenson said of her expected

reply from NHA. 

“It’s a complicated legal question,” she 
said. 

Sorenson also announced that Keystone’s 
charter authorizer Bay Mills Community 
College has scheduled a Jan. 7 conference 
call concerning a proposed eight-year 
renewal of the charter, which was good 
news. Losen agreed board members would 
be a part of the call. Sorenson said NHA 
also will want to be in on that conference 
call. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-36- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Welcomed Principal Jorvanna Drain, 
who was supported for hire in a Nov. 26 
special meeting of the Keystone board. 
Drain said she was from Ypsilanti and had 
been with NHA for seven of her 15 years 
in education. She said she was a classroom 
teacher in Georgia and Detroit and had 
been serving at South Arbor Academy in 
Ypsilanti; 

e Heard Losen say, “I’m not happy” 
with the color-coded report of scores 
from NWEA MAP (Northwest Evaluation 
Association Measures of Academic 
Progress). “Most of the time we had all 


green in the past,” she said, noting some 
areas of red. “The numbers are slipping,” 
said board secretary Connie Shull. Losen 
said Keystone is taking steps to remedy 
the situation. Outgoing interim principal 
Williamson said they have added “Math 
Stories” which explains why two plus two 
equals four. “Kids seem to understand 
more. And, in reading, teachers come out 
with reading certificates and not a good 
grasp of how students learn to read.” 
Williamson said NHA bought the program 
“Balanced Literacy” on skills kids have to 
have to be good readers and the teachers 
will be held responsible. Losen said 
three years ago Common Core came in. 
Keystone had a phonics component and 
Common Core didn’t, she said. Williamson 
said a strong intervention team is going 
into the classrooms. Principal Drain said 
a “Balanced Literacy” program has begun 
in grades K-2 and next year it will be in 
grades 3-5, as well; 

e Interviewed and then recommended Pat 
Kirkpatrick of Romulus for a seat on the 
Keystone board. Kirkpatrick retired after 37

power point presentation to show the details 
of the equipment, being that he represents a 
technology firm. 

She said at least he could put up templates on 
the wall to show the size of the 80” monitors. At 
the work/study, Bizer said the monitors would 
be on opposite walls in the board room, but 
at the regular meeting, two big pieces of blue 
paper, representing the monitors, were stuck on 
the same, north side, of the boardroom, without 
explanation.

In other business at the one-hour-and-ten- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory of 
President George H.W. Bush, who passed away 
the previous Friday;

Fire Chief Amy Brow said this fire 
engine will complete the fleet and, hopefully, 
no other vehicle purchases will be necessary for 
10 years; 

e Approved a Public Participation Plan, 
prepared by intern Grace Stamper, for use in the 
planning and development process. Stamper is 
a graduate of the University of Michigan with 
a degree in Urban Studies. She was praised by 
board members for her work; 

e Held another discussion on the Supervisor’s 
purchase of seven, embroidered winter coats for 
the township board.

Court Watching: 
Sumpter Twp. mother 


sentenced to 30-60 years 
for her child’s death 


Candice Renea Diaz, 25, of Sumpter Township 
has been sentenced to 30-60 years in prison 
for the death of her four-year-old daughter 
Gabrielle Barrett last New Year’s Day. 

Diaz’s boyfriend Brad Edward Fields, 29, had 
been sentenced to life in prison after a Wayne 
County Circuit Court jury found him guilty of 
murder and other charges in connection with the 
girl’s death. 

The two had been held without bond in the 
Wayne County Jail since Jan. 18 when they 
were taken into custody in Georgia where they 
had fled after Gabrielle’s death was ruled a 
homicide. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Vonda 
Evans had harsh words for Diaz before 
sentencing on Dec. 5: “You are a female breeder 
who neglected your child for the love of a bum 
named Brad. ... You assisted this monster in the 
drowning of your beautiful, precious gift.” 

Sumpter Township police were called to 
the couple’s home in Rawsonville Woods 
mobile home park on Jan. 1 and found the girl 
unresponsive on the bathroom floor. Diaz told 
police she found her submerged in the bathtub 
after she left her alone there and went to make 
pancakes. 

The medical examiner said the girl’s death 
was the worst case of child abuse he had ever 
seen. 

Officials said the girl was given cold baths, 
hit in the mouth and forced to sleep on the cold 
floor of the mobile home on a trash bag wearing 
nothing but underwear. 

She had been tortured with hair being pulled 
from her head and flesh was hanging from her 
feet when she was found. Body tissue was 
found in the drain. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor Bruce 
Elsey praised Sumpter Township Det./Sgt. John 
Toth and Sgt. Beth Egerer for their work on 
bringing the two to justice. 

Diaz had been charged with homicide — felony 
murder, which was dismissed as part of a plea 
deal. She pled guilty to second-degree murder, 
first-degree child abuse. The charges of torture, 
first-degree child abuse (conspiracy) and 
second-degree child abuse (conspiracy) were 
also dismissed. 

She was sentenced to 30 to 60 years in prison 
for the two guilty pleas, with 330 days credit for 
time served. Her retained attorney was David 
R. Cripps.
